Princess Anne came to Epsom last 
week to officially name a unique 
forest being created to commemo¬ 
rate those who died 100 years ago in 
the First World War. 

The Princess Royal, 64, visited the 
640-acre site at Langley Vale last 
Wednesday, on the border between 
Epsom Downs and Mole Valley, 
where the Woodland Trust is devel¬ 
oping one of four “flagship woods” 
to mark the anniversary of the start 
of the war. 

Three others are being planted in 
Scotland, Wales and Northern Ire¬ 
land as part of a £12m project to cre¬ 
ate a “living legacy” to educate 
future generations. 


The trust said the princess spoke 
of her joy at being there and said 
she often sees the site from her heli¬ 
copter window and is looking for¬ 
ward to watching it develop. 

Ten thousand trees have already 
been planted by schoolchildren and 
residents at the site that was named 
Langley Vale Wood by the princess, 
who is the patron of the initiative. 

Langley Vale was used 100 years 
ago as a training area for British 
troops, known as Tadworth Camp. 

The only evidence left behind of 
this is a solitary timber flagpole in 
part of the site known as Gas School 
Wood, which the trust hopes to 
restore. 

Princess Anne made a speech and 
local cadets then raised a flag up a 
flagpole which has the name of the 
wood. 

The sights and sounds of First 


World War in Epsom were recreated 
for the occasion. 

The 10th Essex Regiment Living 
History group created vignettes of 
life on a training camp, including 
bayonet and gas training. There 
was also a flypast by the Great War 
Display Team. 

The local Ahmadiyya Muslim 
Youth Association and students 
from The Vale primary school were 
on hand to talk about the trees they 
helped plant. 

Philippa Borrill, the Woodland 
Trust’s Centenary Woods project 
manager, said: “It was a wonderful 
day, which celebrated the rich histo¬ 
ry of Epsom and Langley Vale Wood 
itself, by re-enacting the day-to-day 
activities of the First World War 
training camp.” 

The trust wants to hear residents’ 
thoughts about what the wood looks 


like and how it will develop over the 
years, including issues around car 
park, access and findings from an 
ecological survey completed at the 
site. 

A public consultation will be 
held this Friday, July 3, from 
6.30pm to 9pm, and Saturday, 
July 4, from 1.30pm to 4pm. Both 
events will take place at Langley 
Vale village hall. 

So far £4.6m of a required total of 
£9m has been raised for the project. 
To make a donation visit 
woodlandtrust.org.uk/donate. 

The trust will continue to run 
community planting events 
throughout the project. People can 
also dedicate trees to their ances¬ 
tors. For more information visit 
woodlandtrust.org.uk/FWW. 

It hopes to complete the forest in 
time for Remembrance Day 2018.

Epsom and St Helier Trust is 
to start looking at options for 
the future of its sites, saying 
they require £500m worth of 
investment to be turned into 
hospitals fit for the 21st 
century.

Community leaders have condemned an 
egg attack on Muslims on Monday - after 
it emerged there have been a number of 
similar attacks in recent months. 

The attack on a couple in Briarwood 
Road, Stoneleigh, at 8.20pm as they left a 
mosque on Monday came less than a 
week after a terrorist attack in Tunisia 
where it is feared 30 British tourists were 
killed. It is not known if it was prompted 
by the atrocity in North Africa, which has 
been strongly condemned by the Muslim 
community in Surrey. 

Police said three eggs were thrown at 
the couple from the window of a black 
Volkswagen Polo leaving the woman with 
minor injuries. 

Epsom and Ewell police borough com¬ 
mander Inspector Jackie Elkins said: “It 
appears this couple was deliberately tar¬ 
geted as they left the mosque and I can 
reassure the community that an investi¬ 
gation is under way, including trying to 
obtain descriptions of the occupants in 
the car. 

“We have had three similar incidents in 
the past two or three months, with the de¬ 
scription of the car on previous occasions 
being given as a white Fiesta or a white 
Polo.” 

She said police are working to see if the 
incidents are linked and pledged to con¬ 
tinue to work closely with, and reassure, 
the Muslim communities. 

A similar attack was reported during 
the festival in 2009 when worshippers 
were pelted with eggs in a racially aggra¬ 
vated attack as they entered the Epsom

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Local Pharmacist Warns Against Internet 
Pharmacy Delivery Service

In response to a recent influx of patient 
concerns about receiving prescription 
delivery flyers from internet pharmacies, 
local Day Lewis pharmacist Jaya Authunuri 
is seeking to enlighten worried patients in 
Tadworth. 

Over the past year it has been reported 
that there has been a surge in internet 
pharmacies targeting local communities 
across the country through postal flyers, 
pushing patients to sign up for a repeat 
prescription delivery service. Many 
pharmacies, including Day Lewis Pharmacy 
in Tadworth, are increasingly receiving calls 
from distressed patients who have been 
left without urgent medication; after they 
have unwittingly signed up to this internet 
mail delivery service. In addition to this, 
it appears that many patients are being 
made to believe that the postal flyers are 
from their local pharmacies. Mr. Authunuri, 
who has worked in pharmacies for seven 
years, GP surgeries for three years and 
has also received in-hospital training as 
a pre-registration student, states: "If it is 
not completely clear that flyers have been 
delivered from their local pharmacy, it is 
important for patients to get in touch with 
their local pharmacist about the advertised 
service. Signing up to a medication delivery 
service without complete clarity on who is 
providing the service can cause dangerous 
complications if medication goes missing". 

Failed mail deliveries of medication are 
not only detrimental to patients' healths 
but are also counterproductive; as patients 
are left to collect important medication 
themselves from their local mail delivery 
office. Indeed, Mr. Authunuri, who is also a 
fervent Dementia Friends Champion within 
the Tadworth community, describes how 
many patients who unintentionally signed 


up to a particular internet delivery service were 
left waiting for their medication for days, despite 
the guarantee of next day delivery: "There can 
never be 100% certainty with the general postage 
system. It is extremely saddening and frustrating 
for us, as patients should not have to worry about 
delays or, even worse, their medication ending 
up in the wrong hands. This is why all Day Lewis 
pharmacies have dedicated drivers to personally 
deliver patients'medication."

With this in mind, it is perhaps necessary to 
underline the importance of the physical presence 
of pharmacies within local communities, in 
comparison to internet pharmacies. Indeed, 
pharmacists who work within a community are 
able to provide face-to-face consultations and can 
build a rapport with patients that subsequently 
allows them to understand patients' conditions 
and health needs more thoroughly. Mr. Authunuri 
says: "Patients should view pharmacies as drop-in 
centres, where they can come in to have a chat 
about how they can improve their health". This 
very much corresponds with the ongoing reports 
of the pressure that both GPs and A&E units are 
facing nationwide, and how pharmacists have been 
overlooked by patients as healthcare professionals. 
Thus, it seems that it is even more significant for 
patients to understand the availability of local 
pharmacists for general healthcare advice.

New figures show that house sellers 
are refusing to drop their asking 
prices, as they know the demand for 
property is increasingly exceeding 
supply. Discounts on properties 
have now slumped to a five-year 
low, writes Anna Francis. 

This data, from property website 
Zoopla, demonstrates how dramati¬ 
cally the demand for housing across 
the country is overtaking the supply. 
Buyers have been encouraged by 
low interest rates and a strong econ¬ 
omy, and are looking to get their 
hands on a property as quickly as 
possible, regardless of whether they 
can get a discount on the asking 
price or not. 

Since the general election in 
May, ending Ed Miliband's plan to 
introduce mansion tax, there has 
been a surge in the British property 
market, with asking prices in the 
capital currently up by 17 per cent. 

The study by Zoopla found that 
the average house advertised online 
in May had only seen its price 
reduced by 6.05 per cent - the low¬ 
est since comparable records began 
in August 2010. 

Figures released last week showed 
that the number of houses currently 
on the market is currently at the 
lowest levels it's been at since 
records were started, back in 1978. 
According to The Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors, the majority of 
UK estate agents only marketed 52 
properties per branch in May. 

Lawrence Hall, from Zoopla, said: 
"Buyers may be disheartened by the 
decrease in the typical discounts on 
offer, but can take cheer from the 
fact that almost a third of houses 
are listed today below their original 
asking price. 

"This means that despite ever- 
increasing house prices, there is still 
room for some good, old-fashioned 
negotiating. On the flip side, 
vendors can be pretty confident of 
achieving close to their initial asking 
price." 

Despite the lower discounts 
on asking prices, nearly a third of 
properties on the market have had 
their asking price reduced once 
or more since they were originally

listed. It has been claimed that the 
total of these discounts adds up to 
over £2bn. 

According to the research, houses 
prices are most likely to be reduced 
in northern areas of the country. In 
Barnsley, Rotherham, and Preston 
nearly half of properties have been 
discounted, and in Blackpool the 
average price reduction is 10 per 
cent. 

New Milton has the smallest aver¬ 


age reduction, at 4.78 per cent, fol¬ 
lowed closely by Milton Keynes at 
4.99 per cent, and Northampton at 
5.03 per cent. The average property 
on the market is listed at 93.95 per 
cent of its original asking price. 

This trend of rising prices may well 
continue, as mortgage lenders are 
offering lower interest rates on 
loans, even though the Bank of Eng¬ 
land said it would be looking to in¬ 
crease interest rates soon. 


High property prices are sparking 
concerns that housing is becoming 
less affordable across the country, 
particularly for those looking to buy 
their first home. 

Government schemes such as 
Help to Buy are meant to help those 
who may struggle to get onto the 
property ladder, but experts fear 
they may actually just continue to 
drive up prices.

Wood flooring tips 



1) Period floorboards are often 
hidden under carpet, tiles or lino, 
waiting to be discovered and re¬ 
stored to their former glory. This 
usually means sanding them with 
an industrial floor sander and 
edger, which is hard, hot and 
dusty work. Although more ex¬ 
pensive, employing someone to 
sand them for you is often worth 
it, and they usually include the 
cost of the wood stain or varnish 
in the price. 

2) Original floorboards often 
have more modern boards mixed 
in where repairs have been done 
over the years. Painting them 
makes it easier to disguise the 
new ones than with wood stain or 
varnish, although dark varnishes 
can work really well. Ronseal 
Diamond Hard Floor Varnish in 
Satin Walnut (£42.98 for 2.5L, 
B&Q) is a good product to use. 

3) Laminate flooring, which has 
a picture of wood printed onto 


the boards, is an inexpensive way 
to get the look, but laminate isn't 
as fashionable as it once was. If 
you want the real deal then 
boards that click and fit together, 
with no nails, screws or glue 
required, are widely available. 

4) Engineered wood flooring 
has a top layer of real wood, with 
other layers underneath. The 
thickness of the wood layer 
varies, so make sure you know 
how thick it is, as thicker layers 
can be sanded. A floor that can be 
sanded a few times is a good in¬ 
vestment because it can take 
more wear and tear. Engineered 
wood is often a more practical 
choice than solid wood because 
the layers give it added strength. 

5) If your home is leasehold, you 
may have to get the freeholder's 
permission to fit wooden flooring 
or have the original floorboards 
exposed, especially if you have 
neighbours underneath.

Epsom Buy To Let - Should you look further a field? 


I was approached by a landlord last 
week who has a couple of Buy to 
Let properties, following our previous 
articles. He was keen to know where 
the next hot spot town or city is to invest 
his money in and where the best rental 
yields were. Now it can be tempting 
to just look at Epsom when growing a 
Buy to Let property portfolio, but there 
can be big differences in the amount 
of rental income (annual yield) you 
receive and how much your property 
will appreciate (capital growth) by 
considering other locations in the 
country. 

Now regular readers of my articles of 
the Epsom Property Blog know of my 
love of the ‘Buy to Let seesaw’. On one 
side of the seesaw are yield and the 
other capital growth. Landlords should 
be looking for a high rental yield so 
that they can comfortably cover any 
mortgage payments and make some 
profit from the income return, but you 
also want the property to rise in value 
over time so you can get some capital 
growth when you come to sell. However, 
high yielding property in say such areas 
as the Longmead Estate in Epsom, (so 
the seesaw arm with yield on it goes up 
on one side), will suffer from low capital 
growth (so the other arm with capital 


growth on the seesaw goes down). The 
relationship works in reverse as well, so 
in such upmarket areas as the College 
area of Epsom, properties offer good 
capital growth, but at the expense of a 
decent yield. 

The North East and North West of the 
UK are landlord magnets for great yields. 
The average yield in Epsom today is 
3.98%, which when you compare with 
say Hartlepool in the North East, which 
achieves 7.73% or 9.43% in the Anfield 
area of Liverpool, doesn’t look too healthy. 
Now of course, these are only averages 
and some of my Epsom landlords are 
achieving 5% to 6.5% on some of their 
Epsom properties, but at the expense of 
capital growth. Anyway, after wasting a 
tank full of petrol up the A1 to Teeside 
or the M1/M6 to the Home of the The 
Reds’, that Liverpool property, would 
have dropped in value by 2.2% in the last 
12 months and the Hartlepool property 
would have dropped by 1.4%. 

When you compare the long term house 
price growth, it gets even worse. Looking 
at the graph, Since 1995, property values 
in Epsom have risen by 142.6%,compared 
with Hartlepool at 21.02% and Liverpool 
at 90.11% - it just shows you shouldn’t 
always chase the yield because of the 


yv 


poor increases in property values in those 
two places. As I always like to explain to 
landlords, whether current, future or even 
using a different agent, a decent yield 
is important, but when you come to sell 
your Buy to Let property it would also be 
nice to make a decent profit. 

At the end of the day, as an Epsom 
landlord, you want to be making gains 
from both your rent and house price 
growth, particularly when you want to 
sell, because when combined, the rental 
yield and capital growth, that gives you 
the real return on your investment. If

Ashtead CC are top of the 
Surrey Championship Di¬ 
vision One and they do not 
intend to be removed, says 
skipper Tom Deighton. 

A five-wicket win over 
Cranleigh - thanks mostly 
to a 145-run partnership 
between Sam Homes (65*) 
and Rob Lammiman (85*) - 
kept Ashtead six points 
above rivals Spencer. 

Deighton led his side to 
promotion from Division 
Two as champions last sea¬ 
son, something he believes 
is key to staying on top. 

“We have learned how to 
win games and bit more 
ruthless when he need to 
be,” he said. 

“It comes down to having 
that confidence, and maybe 
we have a little bit more 
over the sides relegated 
from the Premier Division, 
like Spencer.” 

He added: “Promotion 
was the plan at the start of 
the season, and now we’re 
top we don’t want to lose it, 
and it is in our hands. 

“And if we’re promoted 
we want to have a sustain¬ 
able club that can stay at 
the top level, and that is 
what we have.”
